W here as a benign tum o r is co n­

o rgan, a m alignant 
tum o r 
pushes thro ugh this bo undary and 
inv ades adjacent tissues and o rgans 
witho ut fear o r fav o r. Cells m ay also 
break aw ay fro m a m alignant tum o r 
and be carried 
by the blo o d o r 
ly m ph stream s to distant parts o f 
the bo dy , w here they set up seco nd­ 
ary tum o rs kno wn as ‘ m etastases.” 
One o f the m y steries still facing 
the m edical wo rld is the questio n o f 
ho w cancer is acquired.

Mo re recent studies hav e im pli­ 
cated the nickel carbo ny l present in 
to bacco sm o ke and in the atm o sphere 
to which w o rkers in nickel w o rkers 
in nickel plants are ex po sed. The 
incidence o f lung cancer is high in

o v er a lo ng perio d. Ho rmo nal im bal­ 
ance is ano ther fo rm o f chem ical 
insult that m ay play a part in the 
cause o f so m e cancers. 
C ancer o f the skin is m o re co mmo n 
in perso ns who hav e spent m any 
y ears ex po sed to the direct ray s o f 
the sun. A no ther facto r is radiatio n.
